British Family Grants 
To Cost £57,000,000 


Allowances of five shillings a 
week for every child in a family, 
except the first, will, be established 
by the British Government's shores 
Allowances Bill, the text of whic 
was published yesterday, writes the 
P.A. Lobby Correspondent. It is 
estimated that 2,600,000 families will 
benefit in respect of 4,400,000 
children. - The total cost of the 
allowances will be about £57,000,000 
a year. 

Parents will not receive the allow- 
ances until after the war. When a 
man and wife are living together, 
the payments will belong to the 
husband, although the wife will be 
able to cash them. Otherwise, 
whichever parent is in charge of 
the children will get the allowances.

ARSHAL KONIEV’S ARMIES SWEEPING NORTH- 
WESTWARDS TOWARDS BERLIN YESTERDAY 


Captured Griinberg, Sommerfeld and Sorau ; 
Broke through to the River Neisse at two places, an 
Virtually completed the occupation of Silesia. 


In his drive towards the Reich capital Koniev has reached 
the area of Forst, on the Neisse, about 70 miles south-east of 
Berlin, according to the German Overseas News Agency. 

Two big cities, Gorlitz and Kottbus, are in the 
immediate path of the Soviet tanks which have moved 


through to the Neisse. 


Griinberg is an important rail 
junction 45 miles south-east of 
Frankfurt on the main railway link- 
ing that city with Breslau. Koniev’s 
forces here are advancing parallel 
with Zhukov’s left flank. 

Sommerfeld, nearly 30 miles west 
of Griinberg, is 75 miles from 
Berlin. 

Sorau is about 15 miles south of 
Sommerfeld and 40 miles west of 
the Oder, and is apparently on the 


west edge of Koniev’s drive north- 
west into Brandenburg. 

These places are all to the east 
of the river Neisse. Following the 
report that the Russians had 
reached the Neisse at two places, a 
Reuter message stated that Koniev’s 
southern armies were battling for 
bridgeheads west of the river, while 
a the assault on Gorlitz—one 
of the “fortress cities” east of 
Dresden.

OBITUARY 


MR. JOHN R. EVANS 

Mr. John Richard Evans, whose 
funeral took place yesterday from 
Sandymount to Dean's Grange 
Cemetery, claimed to have been the 
first person to have carried a living 
being in a heavier-than-air machine. 
The living being was a cat contained 
in a bag, and the machine was a 
glider anticipating the designs of 1920 
and afterwards, which Mr. Evans con- 
structed and flew in the Phenix Park 
nearly 50 years ago. Mr. Evans, who 
was in his 84th year, was a kee 
student of aerodynamics, and, when 
d been 

known to refer to the Wright brothers, 
the inventors of the aeroplane, as 
“young fellows.”

He was among the 
earliest car drivers in this country and 
was one of Dublin's greatest authorities 
on the automobile.

Evans, is a leading teacher of motor 
engineering in the Technical Schools.

The people lived 
under the shadow of a guerrilla 
warfare which was all the more 


ducted in the dark; but the Ger- 
mans, for their own sakes, took 
care that economic suffering was 
reduced to a minimum, and the 
bulk of the people in the occu- 
pied countries, whatever may 
have been their private feelings, 
coutinued to live reasonably 
comfortable lives. Since last 
all that had been changed. 
The occupied countries have 
become military cockpits. Their 
transport services either have 
been dislocated by constant 
bombings or have been mono- 
polised for military purposes. 
Consequently, even in countries 
such as France, where food pro- 
duction continues on a large 
scale, people are going hungry 
and cold, because neither trains 
nor lorries are available to carry 
supplies from the areas where 
they are produced to those in 
which they normally are con- 
sumed, This condition of affairs 
prevails in all the countries that 
formerly were occupied by the 
Germans. At the beginning, the 
peoples were overjoyed at their 
unexpected release from hostile 
occupation. After years of 
servitude, it intoxicated them to 
realise that they had begun to 
breathe free air agairi; but they 
quickly realised that air, howeve? 
free, was an incomplete sub- 
stitute for a normal diet. Doubt- 
less, as time goes on, conditions 
will improve rapidly. For the 
moment, however, they are 
pretty terrible; arid there is no 
sign of an immediate change. 
France’s principal difficulty 
seems to be concerned with fuel. - 
The coal-mines lack pit-props, 
which arein short supply. With- 
out coal the railways, even if they 
had a sufficient number of leco- 
motives, must be unable to carry 
food from place to place; and 
the result is that a country which 
in normal times is almost self- 
sufficient in respect of all the 
necessaries of life is suffering al- 
most incredible hardships to-day. 
The people of Paris have been 
shivering, as well as going on 
short commons, throughout the 
winter months. There has been 
a marked shortage of com- 
modities, such as milk and fats 
of all kinds; but the French 
Government, which has achieved 
an almost unbelievable measure 
of national solidarity, has been 
able to rally its people behind 
it, in spite of all their priva- 
tions. 

The people of this country do 


One hears grumbles and com- 
plaints on all sides. The reduction 
of the butter ration recently 
evoked many indignant protests; 
and there still are persons in 
Ireland who regard margarine as 
a food unfit for consumption by 
human beings. We would refer 
such persons to the case of 
Belgium, Belgium normally is a 
wealthier country than Ireland, 
although it is little bigger than the 
province of Munster, Yet, it was 
announced on Wednesday by the 
Food Ministry in Brussels that the 
Belgian people will get no butter 
of any kind for the next thirty 
days. Furthermore, their meat 
ration has been reduced from 
thirty-five to twenty-five grammes 
a day—in other words, to a daily | 
dole of less than one ounce. Of 
course, Belgium, compared with 
this country, is greatly over- 
populated, largely depending for 
her peace-time prosperity, which 
was considerable, on her vast 
entrepét trade through the port 
of Antwerp. Now that trade has 
gone, and cannot be restored 
until after the war, with the result 
that the Belgian people are short 
of almost all the necessaries of a 
bare existence, A like condition 
of affairs exists in Holland, where 
some of the food-producing areas 
have become battlefields, and 
others have been flooded delibera- 
tely. The Belgians, at least, have 
the advantage of a reasonably 
firm Government, which has been 
formed by M. van Acker, who 
has managed to bring the 
Catholics and the Communists, as 
it were, under a single roof; but, 
in spite of the efforts of M. 
Gerbrandy, Holland has not yet 
been able to produce a 
Government commanding

OBITUARY 


MR. JOHN R. EVANS 

Mr. John Richard Evans, whose 
funeral took place yesterday from 
Sandymount to Dean's Grange 
Cemetery, claimed to have been t 
first person to have carried a living 
being in a heavier-than-air machine. 
The living being was a cat contained 
in a bag, and the machine was a 
glider anticipating the designs of 1920 
and afterwards, which Mr. Evans con- 
structed and flew in the Phenix Park 
nearly 50 years ago. Mr. Evans, who 
was in his 84th year, was a keen 
student of aerodynamics, and, when 
talking: on ‘that subject, d been 
known to refer to the Wright brothers, 
the inventors of the aeroplane, as 
“ young fellows.” 

He was a native of Wales, but he 
had spent the greater part of his life 
in Dublin, where. he was, up to the 
time of his retirement, a teacher of 
engineering in the City of Dublin 
Technical Schools. He was among the 
earliest car drivers in this country and 
was one of Dublin’s greatest authorities 
on the automobile. His son, Mr, S. Q. 
Evans, is a leading teacher of motor 
engineering in the Technical Schools. 


CANON McATEER, P.P. 
The death occurred at the Sheil 
Hospital, Ballyshannon, on Wednes- 
day, of the Rev. John Canon McAteer, 
P.P., Lower Templecrone (Burton- 
port), Co. Donegal. A native of

He went 
to Paris in 1895, where he was 
ordained at the Irish College in 1901.

German armies, The people lived 
under the shadow of a guerrilla 
warfare which was all the more 
fearsome because it was con- 
ducted in the dark; but the Ger- 
mans, for their own sakes, took 
care that economic suffering was 
reduced to a minimum, and the 
bulk of the people in the occu- 
pied countries, whatever may 
have been their private feelings, 
continued to live reasonably 
comfortable lives. Since last 
June all that had been changed. 
The occupied countries have 
become military cockpits. Their 
transport services either have 
been dislocated by constant 
bombings or have been mono- 
polised for military purposes, 
Consequently, even in countries 
such as France, where food pro- 
duction continues on a large 
scale, people are going hungry 
and cold, because neither trains 
nor lorries are available to carry 
supplies from the areas where 
they are produced to those in 
which they normally are con- 
sumed, This condition of affairs 
prevails in all the countries that 
formerly were occupied by the 
Germans. At the beginning, the 
peoples were overjoyed at their 
unexpected release from hostile 
occupation. After years of 
servitude, it intoxicated them to 
realise that they had begun to 
breathe free air agairi; but they 
quickly realised that air, howeve? 
free, was an incomplete sub- 
stitute for a normal diet. Doubt- 
less, as time goes on, conditions 
will improve rapidly. For the 
thoment, however, they are 
pretty terrible; arid there is no 
sign of an immediate change, 
France’s principal difficulty 
seems to be concerned with fuel. - 
The coal-mines lack pit-props, 
which arein short supply. With- 
out coal the railways, even if they 
had a sufficient number of leco- 
motives, must be unable to carry 
food from place to place; and 
the result is that a country which 
in normal times is almost self- 
sufficient in respect of all the 
necessaries of life is suffering al- 
most incredible hardships to-day. 
The people of Paris have been 
shivering, as well as going on 
short commons, throughout the 
winter months. There has been 
a marked shortage of com- 
modities, such as milk and fats 
of all kinds; but the French 
Government, which has achieved 
an almost unbelievable measure 
of national solidarity, has been 
able to rally its people behind 
it, in spite of all their priva- 
tions. 

The people of this country do 
not realise how fortunate they are. 
One hears grumbles and com- 
plaints on all sides. The reduction 
of the butter ration recently 
evoked many indignant protests; 
and there still are persons in 
Ireland who regard margarine as 
a food unfit for consumption by 
human beings. We would refer 
such persons to the case of 
Belgium, Belgium normally is a 
wealthier country than Ireland, 
although it is little bigger than the 
province of Munster. Yet, it was 
announced on Wednesday by the 
Food Ministry in Brussels that the 
Belgian people will get no butter 
of any kind for the next thirty 
days. Furthermore, their meat 
ration has been reduced from 
thirty-five to twenty-five grammes 
a day—in other words, to a daily 
dole of less than one ounce. Of 
course, Belgium, compared with 
this country, is greatly over- 
populated, largely depending for 
her peace-time prosperity, which 
was considerable, on her vast 
entrepét trade through the port 
of Antwerp. Now that trade has 
gone, and cannot be restored 
until after the war, with the result 
that the Belgian people are short 
of almost all the necessaries of a 
bare existence. A like condition 
of affairs exists in Holland, where 
some of the food-producing areas 
have become battlefields, and 
others have been flooded delibera- 
tely. The Belgians, at least, have 
the advantage of a reasonably 
firm Government, which has been 
formed by M. van Acker, who 
has managed to bring the 
Catholics and the Communists, as 
it were, under a single roof; but, 
in spite of the efforts of M. 
Gerbrandy, Holland has not yet 
been able to produce a 
Government
